bly due to tbe Bates bulls used on the ] 
foundation cows, and they should j 
rank next to the Bates families In | 
breeding and prioes. They all find a j 
place in my herd and I have some I 
worthy specimens. Now let us see 
about this “absolutely” business. I j 
do not own a single one of them al- 
though 1 could have bought them for 
less money than those now iu my 
herd. If 1 did owu them my opinion 
would be tbe same. I do own a few 
that are almost “absolutely,” having 
the outs gotten from the Duke and 
Oxford cross. As the Duke and Ox- 1 
ford blond was somewhat ventilated 
and tlielr “out-crosses" laid bare to i 
the public in the same article referred 
to in The Gazette (however, nothing

There are three ways of determining 
matters of great imports tt ?e : First, 
by personal experience and observa- 
tion: second, by the testimony of 
competent witnesses: and third, by 
historical fsets as chronicled by emi- 
nent authority whose opportunities for 
knowing can not be gainsaid. 80 
without haying the two first evidences, 
we shall have largely to depend on the 
third and last proposition — history — to 
determine the question of what are, 
in tlie' strictest aud must technical 
terms, “pure Bates cattle.” In a 
former issue of Tbe Gazette ail elabo- 
rate definition was given, tbe sub- 
stance of which appeared again iu tbe 
Inst week’s Gazette in connection with 
the numeration of the Rales cattle, 
their owners, numbers, etc. The defi- 
ni lion was: “Those cattle that di- 
rectly aud collaterally descend from 
cattle bred and owned by Thomas 
Bates of Kiikleviugton, England." 
To my mind tills is by far too broad 
and sweeping, and susce|>tible of too 
many iufriugemeuts, a3 is very evi- 
dent from daily observation. From 
tbe above, any cow or bull that ever 
passed through Mr. Bates’ bauds cau 
be termed a Bates animal. A better 
definition would he: “Those cattle 
that directly descend from families 
bred by Mr. Bates and upon which be 
made bis reputation as a breeder.” 
Were Mr. Bates living, upou Ibis plat- 
form, doubtless, lie would stand or 
fall. As we are dependiug upou his- 
torical facts lor our position let us see 
where we are. 

Iu tiie history of “Leading Short 
horn Tribes" by the standard authority, 
Rev. W. Holt Beever, on page 164, we 
find: “Mr. Bales made trial of many 
Short-lioru families and even of 
the West Highland cross, but he 
sought them out eventually, some 
twenty yesrs before bis death, all 
down to si* pure, as lie believed them. 
Short-horn tribes— the Duchess and 
Red Rose (now Thomdale Rose) which 
had recorded pedigrees prior to the 
Messrs Colling, aud o:bers — tbe Ox- 
ford, Wild Eyes, Waterloo and Fog- 
galhorpe— which he subsequently pick- 
ed up, iu the first place for their thor- 
oughbred Teeswater look, and second- 
ly, 011 the assurance of their sellers, 
which, at least, he keenly sifted, even 
If be might be suspected ou occasion to 
have given too ready credence to tbe 
story which jumped with his faucy. 
He trusted very much to tbe evideuce 
of his eyes, » hich, considering tlie 
subsequent excellence of his stock aud 
tlie great impulse of decided improve- 
ment they have given to all cattle 
with which they have come to be pair- 
ed, must have liad within It tlie ligtit 
of decided genius." Now in “Beil’s 
History of Short-lioru Cattle,” on 
page 306, in speakiug ol Mr. Bates, he 
says : “He gradually sank and died ou 
the 25th of July, 1849, aged 75 years, 
and was buried in tbe church-yard at 
Kirkleviugton.” On page 307, be 
says : “Mr. Edward Bates was the 
only nephew of Mr. Bates engaged in 
agriculture, aud was settled in Ger- 
many, and had no time or opportuni- 
ty of attending to a herd, so that it 
came to be sold on the 9ili of May, 
1850.” From the report of sale given 
we find there were sold fourteen 
Dukes and Duchesses, thirteen Ox- 
fords, six Waterloo*, three Cambridge 
Roses, twenty- five Wild Eyes, and 
feveu Fogentborpea. 80 we see conclu- 
sively that twenty years previous to 
his desth Mr. Bates bred only the six 
families elsewhere enumerated, and 
upon which hi*.’ world-wide retaliation 
was made.

Cincinnati Ceateanial. 

A notable eveut will be inaugurated 
on the 4lh of next July iu Ciuciouati — 
one that will attract the attention of 
the entire couutry. This is the Cen- 
tenuial Exposition of the Ohio Valley 
aud Ceutral Slates, held for tlie pur- 
pose of fittingly celebrating tbe 100th 
anniversary ol the first white settle- 
ment of the great Nurheru Territory. 
It is a grand idea, and preparations 
have been in progress for over a year 
past to render it worthy of its inspira- 
tion. 

The citizens of CinciuDati inspired 
with this idea, willingly taxed them- 
selves a million dollars by subscribing 
to a guarantee fund — a guarantee lhat 
the Exposition should be an honor to 
tbe city. With part ot this ample 
sum, magnificent buildings have been 
constructed iu which to exhibit tbe 
thousands of articlea from all over the 
couutry for which space has been 
secured. 

These structures supplemented the 
i>ennaiieut one that cost over a million 
of dollars, aud known all over the 
world as tbe Springer Music Hall, and 
in which annual industrial displays 
have been held for the past dozen 
years. 

Tbe Exposition is not a local affair ; 
an associate commission, with Its Gov- 
ernor ns chairman, lias been organised 
In each of eleveu States, tlie object 
beiugtomake separate State exhibits 
from each. These are Ohio, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Illinois, West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, Kansas, Iowa, Michi- 
gan.

Washington, D. C-, June 11, 1888. 

The relatives and friends of General 
Bberidau, who have been in constant 
attendance at his bedside during tbe 
past week, have bad an anxious time, 
and the numerous inquiries made for 
the latest news of bis condition, the 
eagerness with which the bulletins is- 
sued from time to time by tbe physi- 
cist)* have been looked for and read 
show that, beyond the preadventure 
of a doubt, tbe general feeling of anxi- 
ety manifested by the public is 
both earnest and sincere. 

Although the seats of many of the 
leading Democratic members of the 
House of Representatives were vacant 
during the time that the St. Louis 
convention was in sessiou, and it re- 
quired Congressmen of the greatest 
application to sit quietly by and de- 
vote eeri< -us attention to tbe considera- 
tion of business while reports from 
the convention were contiuually pour- 
ing in, a fair amount of] work was ac- 
complished, aud several important 
bills that tiave been awaiting action for 
several mouths were taken up and 
disposed of. 

A number of bills of special interest 
to tbe District of Columbia were pass- 
ed, among them being a bill making 
inauguration day a legal holiday iu 
the District, and two bills incorpora- 
ting cable railway companies. 

An amendment was offered iu tbe 
8euate on Monday last to the general 
appropriation bill providing an appro- 
priation of SQUO.OOO to be ex]>eiided iu 
tbe establishment of a Zoological gar- 
den in Washington. This project has 
been under consideration for 
several years past, but It is recently 
that active operations have been com- 
menced. Tbe garden will be estab- 
lished iu tbe valley of Rock Creek Just 
outside of the city limits, and a more 
beautiful site could not well be found 
elsewhere. The ground is rough aud 
broken, and most of it inaccessible for 
ordinary bnilding purposes. The 

banks are covered with a beautiful 
growth of forest trees, and now that 
the plans have been perfected and 
Congress has taken tbe matter into 
consideration, it may be safely pre- 
dicted that we shall soon have a “Zoo” 
which we may well feel proud ot. 

The greatest anxiety to learn the 
news from St. Louis w»a manifested. 
The president had a special wire 
placed in hia office, and was constant- 
ly informed of the progress of affairs. 
The Democrats generally expressed 
themselves as pleased with the result, 
and made about as much noise over 
tbs nomination as if they were to have 
a voice iu the election. About three 
hundred of the most enthusiastic gath- 
ered in tbe Monument grouuds and a 
salute of one hundred guns was fired 
in honor of the occasion.

Au act to authorize the City of Rich- 
mond to issue bonds to pay off existing 
liabilities. 

lit it enacted by the Qencral Assem- 
bly of the CummonuKalth Of Kentucky. 

Section. 1 . That for the sole pur- 
pose ot paying off the liabilities of the 
City of Richmond now existing, .the 
City Council thereof may cause the 
buuds of said city tc be issued for not 
exceeding t-u thousand dollars payable 
in the City of Richmond at such time 
not exceeding twenty years from date 
aud bearing such rates of interest not 
exceeding six per ceut per annum in 
semi-annual payment and in such de- 
nominations as said City .Council may 
direct and to provide for the )>aymeut 
of the principal aud iuterest of said 
l Kinds the City Treasurer shall set apart 
at least one tbousaud dollars of each 
years revenues which shall constitute a 
Sinking Fund aud by him held aud 
|>aid out exclusively on the bonds and 
interest as same mature. Said bonds 
shall be issued ut a regular meeting of 
the City Couucil aud such meeting 
shall be signed by the Mayor and 
couutersigued by the City Clerk of said 
city. 

Sec. 2 . The City Treasurer of the 
City of Richmond shall act ns Sinking 
Fund Commissioner under this act and 
as such shall execute a bond to the 
City of Richmond In the sum of 
Twelve Thousand Dollars to be ap- 
proved by the C'ty Council for the 
faiiiiful {lerforiuance of his duties bere- 
uuder and which bond shall be in ad- 
dition to the bond now required of him 
as City Treasurer aud shall be by him 
executed at the time of his quaifleation 
as City Treasurer. 

Sec. 3 . The coupons on these bonds 
shall be receivable at all times in pay- 
ment of City Taxes. 

Sec. 4 . The City Couucil of Rich- 
moud is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to pass aud enact such ordi- 
nances as may be necessary to fully 
carry out the provisions aud intent of 
this act.
